To tJie Honorable the General Assembly: 



The Thirly-Third Annuhl Report upon the Births, Marriages and Deaths in 
Rhode Island is herewith respectfully submitted. The statistics presented are 
for the year ending December 31, 1885. 

Recourse has been had to an increased number of Tables, in order to exhibit 
more fully the results of registration in 1885, and also for various years and 
periods of years since 1852. A larger number of summaries and diagrams are 
also made available, in the presentation of facts derived from the returns for 
1885, and of previous years. 

It has been the intention to present the important facts of many years of re^r- 
islration, as well as of single years, in such manner as to make them readily 
apparent, and relieve the reader of the statistics, of much of the labor of per- 
sonal examination of the general Tables, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
relation the various facts bear to each other. Several important diseases have 
been given unusual attention, and more especially that of pulmonary consump- 
tion.

There was one birth to every 43.3 of the population, or 28.1 births in every 1,000. 

One person married in every 61.1 of the population, or 16 3 person* married in every 1,000. 

And one death in every 56.4 of the population, or 17.7 deaths in every 1,000. 

A few geDernl statistics in relation to the vital movements of the population 
of the State, for a period of several years, may be of interest, and not inappro- 
priate in this connection. 

The following summary will show the rates, per 1,000 of the population, of 
births, marriages and deaths, for six years :

It will be seen by the above summary that, while the birth rate has fluctuated 
in some mcjisurc from year to year, the variations have been small in degree, the 
difference of extremes during the six years having l)ecn less than two in every 
one thousand of the population. 

The extremes of difference in the death rates have been even less than in the 
birth rates, that is, one and two-tenths in every one thousand of the population. 

But the regular diminution of the marriage rates have been so decided and are 
so obvious, that they invite particular consideration. The difference of three 
and seven -tenths in every one thousand of the population, between the marriage 
rates of t8S0 and 1885, shows a diminution, in proportion to the rate of 1880, of 
nearly twenty per cent. 

The number of marriages in 1885 were about ninety per cent, of the number 
in 1880, a loss of ten per cent, in number, while the population from June, 1880, 
to June, 1885, had increased ten per cent, in number.

The number of living births, during the five years 1881-1885, was 33,652, the 
number of deaths, during the same period, was 25,902. The excess of births 
over the deaths was 7,750. 

The increase of the population of the State, during that period, was 27,753, 
an increase of ten per cent., while the increase by the excess of births over the 
deaths was two and eight-tenths percent., leaving seven and two tenths percent, 
of the increase of population, or 20,000 persons, to be added to the population 
of the State by immigration, during the period of five years.

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During the period of thirty-two years there were recorded, in Khode 
Island, 169,455 births, of which number 6,398 were still-born, and 
163,057 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 67,874 marriages, or 
135,748 i^ersons married, and 115,136 deaths. 

These results show that in every 26.5 births there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were 37.7 still-born and 
962.3 living children. 

The same results also show that the ratio of whole number of living 
births to the whole number of persons married, and to the whole 
number of decedents, each daring the same period, were as follows :

By the Table on the preceding page may be seen the changes that 
have occurred, from year to year, in the number of births, marriages 
and deaths during thirty-two years. During the late war period there 
was a very large diminution of births, since which time the number 
has gradually increased, with occasional retrogressions, but not in 
proportion to the increase of population. The decrease in the num- 
ber of marriages, during the last five years (independent of ratio to 
population), is very noticeable. 

The number of deaths has followed a more regular progression, but 
not always uniform. The subject will have more extended considera- 
tion in subsequent pages.

Notwithstanding the increase of population, the number of births 
has decreased in most of the towns. In the aggregate of counties 
the difference is not so great, but there is a decrease quite noticeable 
in Bristol and Kent counties. 

The number of marriages has also steadily fallen off in nearly every 
town, and in the whole State. 

It will be noticed, also, that deaths, with the usual irregularity of 
numbers one year with another in the towns, have decreased in Bristol 
and Newport counties, and have increased only by small proportions 
in other counties, and have decreased quite largely in the city of 
Providence.

BIRTHS. PROPORTIOK TO POPULATION. 

In a general presentation of the proportions of births, marriages 
and deaths to the population of each town, it has been customary to 
mention the towns having the largest and smallest proportion of each 
class of events. 

In the birth list of 1885, on the preceding page, it will be found 
that the town of Foster had the smallest proportion, that is, 11.5 
births in every 1,000 of the population, followed by Exeter with 11.9 
per 1,000, and Middletown with 12.0 per 1,000 of population. 

In the same list it will be found that the towns having the largest 
proportion are Cumberland, Cranston and Newport, in the order 
named, running from 27.9 births per 1,000 of population to 27 per 
1,000. Newport city had for a number of years, preceding 1885, a 
larger proportion of births than any other locality.

PERSONS MARRIED. PROPORTION TO POPULATION. 

The figures in relation to the number of persons married in each 
town, in the two preceding Tables, bear but little uniform relation to 
the population of the towns in which they occurred. In several of 
the smaller towns the number of residents in those towns who went 
into some other town to have the marriage ceremony performed, in 
1885 and preceding years, was from two to four times the number 
of those who were married in the towns where they resided. Some 
towns, therefore, had a larger marriage record than the newly-married 
of their own citizens furnished, and some towns a much smaller rec- 
ord than they were entitled to. 
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The proportion to the population of persons married can be more 
correctly shown in counties, or in cities and ag<i;regates of towns.

DEATHS. PKOPORTION TO POPULATION. 

The death rate during 1885 was largest in tlie town of Pjast Green- 
wich, that is, 27 in every 1,000 of population. The town of Cum- 
berland follows with a ratio of '24.5 per 1,000 living. 

The town having the smallest (U*atli rate was North Smithlield, 
witli a proportion of 11.1 ])er 1,000 living. Harrington had 12.2 per 
1,000. Three other towns had less than l.'i ]K'r 1,000.

It Will be observed that the death rate, in ])rn|)()rtion to population, 
was larger during 1885 than in 1884, by ^J.T ]M'r l.noo living in Kent 
county; by 1.1 per 1,000 in New])ort enunty towns, and in Provi- 
dence c<iunty towns including Pawtuekct; by 1.5 per 1,000 in Wash- 
ington county, and by 1 per 1,000 in the whole 8t>ate.

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The proportionate mortality was less, by 1.4 per 1,000, in Bristol 
county; by 0.4 per 1,000 in Newport city, and by 0.6 per 1,000 in 
Providence city. 

In the city of Pawtucket the rate was larger Ihan in 1884 by 3.6

It will be observed that of the children born, in 1885, there were 
more who had foreign fathers than there were of those who had 
American fathers. If, now, the number of childrdn born of parents 
who were themselves children of foreign born parents were added, 
and so comprising all of foreign parentage, the proportion of children 
of that class, born in 1885, would be very much larger than shown in 
Table XXVI. 

By the census of 1885 there were 38,578 married females in Rhode 
Island, between the ages of 15 and 45. During the same year there 
were 7,028 births, 40 of which were illegitimate born and 0,988 born 
in wedlock. 

The proportion of legitimate births to the whole number of mar- 
ried females between the ages named was one birth to every five and 
five- tenths. 

The number of native American married females, of the same ages 
(including those whose parents were foreign born), was 23,744, and of 
married females of foreign birth 14,834. Of the whole number of 
legitimate births (6,188) 3,565 were children of American mothers, 
and 3,423 were children of foreign mothers. 

Of American mothers, the proportion of births to married females 
of that class, was one birth to every six and six- tenths. 

Of foreign mothers, the proportion of births to foreign females 
married, was one birth to every four and three-tenths. 

The proportions may be presented in another wjiy, as follows: 

For every 1,000 mothers of all nativities there were 18.2 births; 
for every 1,000 mothers in the class of American birth, (whether of 
foreign parentage or not) there were in that chiss 15.1 births; and for 
every 1,000 mothers in the class of foreign born there were 23.3 births.

The number of births of children of colored parentage reported 
for the year 1885 is 199. The number is larger by 14 than that of 
1884.

not stated. 

The whole number of children born in plurality cjises, during the 
thirty-two years, was 3,599, of whom 1,810 were males, and 1,785 were 
females; the sex of the remaining four was not given.

There were returns, during 1885, of 40 children of illegitimate 
parentage. The number is 10 less than that of 188-4. 

Sex. — Of the 40 there were 22 males and 18 females. 
Tlie proportions of the sexes were at the rate of 55 males and 45 
females in each 100 births, or 122 males to every 100 females. 

Color,— Of the 40 illegitimates born during 1885, 30 were white and 
10 were colored. 

The proi)ortion, according to population, of white and colored, 
is about 42 whites to each person of color, and there should be, there- 
fore, to retain the same projmrtion, only one illegitimate of color to 
42 of white. The number of colored illegitimates, in 1884, was 8, or 
about 37 times as many in proportion to population as of the whites, 
and the number in 1885 was 10, or about 41 times as many. 
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Parentage. — Of the 40 illegitimates in 1885, 27 were born of Amer- 
ican mothers, and 13 of foreign born mothers. The colored illegiti- 
mates were of American parentage. There were, of the 30 wliite 
illegitimates, 16 born of American mothers, and 13 of foreign born 
mothers. 

The parentage given is of native born and foreign born, that is, 
mothers born in the United States of foreign born parents are reck- 
oned as of American parentage. 

Nine, or nearly one-quarter of the illegitimates, were born of pau- 
per or criminal mothers, in public, charitable or penal institutions. 



MARRIAGES, 1885. 



The number of marriages reported in Rhode Island during the year 
1885 was 2,488. This number is 123 less than in 1883, and 146 less 
than in 1882.

The largest number of marriages, in any one month during 1885, 
occurred in the month of November. This is in accordance with the 
rule for thirty-two years. 

There was also an agreement with the rule of the whole period of 
registration in the proportions of the number of marriages, in the 
different quarters of the year, to the whole number during the year, 
which were as fallows: The largest proportion, 32.63 per cent., was 
in the last quarter; the next largest, 24.36 per cent., was in the sec- 
ond quarter; followed by the third quarter, 23.15 per cent.; and the 
first quarter, 19.86 per cent. 

The difference in the proportions of the first and fourth quarters 
in 1885, 12.77 jier cent., is quite remarkable, the difference between 
the same quarters for the long period, 1854-1885, inclusive, being but 
7.41 per cent.

The preceding Table will show that the number of marriages, of 
which both the groom and bride were natives of the United States, 
has steadily decreased during the last six years, although a very con- 
siderable proportion was of the sons and daughters of foreign born 
parents, while the number of marriages of which both parties were 
foreign born has slightly increased, showing a rather larger number 
in 1883 than the average.

In addition to the remarks previously made in regard to the nges of 
persons contracting marriage, it may be well to refer to Tables XXXIX 
and XL, an examination of which will show how largely the disposi- 
tion to enter very early matrimonial alliances has changed. 

On the part of the male sex, the proportion of grooms under 20 
years of age has diminished 50.1 per cent., or more than one-half, 
since 1871, and under 2b years of age more than 18 percent., since 
1873. 
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On the part of the female sex, the number contracting marriage 
under 20 years of age had diminished in proportion more than 43 per 
cent., since 1872. The proportion of brides between the ages of 20 
and 25 has not materially changed, bat between the ages of 25 to 30 
it has increased more than 23 per cent. Between the ages of 30 and 
40 the proportion has also increased to some extent^ but above 40 
years of age the proportion remains about the same.

The proportion of grooms married for the first time, in 1885, was 
81.35 per cent, of the whole number, and the proportion of brides 
married for the first time was 87.61 per cent. 

MARRIAGES OF PERSONS OF COLOR. 

The number of marriages of persons of color, in Rhode Ishuid, in 
1885, was 69. This includes seven marriages in each of which one of 
the parties was white. The number and color of the individuals were, 
therefore, 131 persons of color and 7 persons white. The white per- 
sons were all females. The marriages, however, may be properly 
classed as colored marriages.

DIVORCES, 1885. 



% 

According to the returns made to the Seeretrtry of the State Board 
of Healthy by the clerks of the Supreme Courts of the different 
counties in Rhode Island, the number of applications for divorce, 
daring 1885, was two hundred and ninety-three (293). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1885, was two hundred 
and twenty-seven (227). 

There were twenty-seven less applications, during 1885, than during 
the preceding year, and the number of divorces granted was thirty- 
seven less. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz : 

1. Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for a 
shorter period in the discretion of the Court. 

4. Continued drunkenness. 

5. Neglect or refusal to provide necessaries (having ability) for the 
Bubsistence of a wife. 

6. Gross misbehavior and wickedness other than aforesaid. 

7. Impotency. 

Divorces are also decreed, in the discretion of the Court, for ascer- 
tained affinity, consanguinity, idiocy, insanity, penitentiary crimes, 
and illegal marriage. 

The following Table shows the number of applications for divorce, 
and the number granted, in 1885, in each county of the State; also 
the causes alleged for the applications : 
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It is seldom that a petition for divorce ie bronght before the courts 
that does not allege more than one cause why the application should 
be granted. In most cases it is quite probable that more than one 
of the statute causes does obtain, while in a considerable number the 
applications contain several allegations, because of the additional sup- 
port they may be expected to give to the petition. 

In applications on account of adultery or impotency, when proof is 
sufiicicntly complete, but one cause is usually alleged. 

There were, during the year 1885, two hundred and ninety-three 
(393) applications for divorce, and the whole number of causes alleged 
was five hundred and eighty-five (585). There were, therefore, an 
average of two causes alleged in each application. That average is 
not far from the rule of many years. 

The causes alleged why divorce should be granted, in the applica- 
tions during 1885, wore 57 less in number than in 1884, but aa the 
number of applications was less in proportion, the average proportion 
of causes to each application remained the same. 

In order to show the actual number of applications, and the num- 
ber of divorces granted in each of the last thirteen years, the following 
summary is presented : 
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During the last thirteen years the proportion of decrees of divorce, 
to whole number of applications^ was 78.1 per cent. During 1883 it 
was 80 per cent., during 1884 it was 83.0 per cent., and during 1885 
it was 78.5 per cent. 

The proportion of divorces gratUed, in 1885, to the whole number 
of marriages during the same year, was one divorce to about every 
eleven marriages. 

The proportion of appUcatio7is for divorce to whole number of mar- 
riages, during: the year, was one application to every eight and one- 
half marriages. 

The following Table shows the number of divorces granted in each 
county, and in the whole State, in each of the last seventeen years, 
with the proportion of marriages to each divorce granted in each year : 
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Tlie ratio of divorceB granted in the entire State, during 1885, to 
the whole number of marriages during the same year, was one divorce 
to eleven marriageB. The proportion is smaller than daring any year 
since 1878. 

During the ten years 1869 to 1878, incluBive, the ratio of divorce 
to number of marriages was pne divorce to every thirteen; during the 
six years 187!) to 1884, inclusive, the ratio was one divorce to every nine 
and nine-tenths marriages. 

During the sixteen years preceding 1885 the average proportions of 
divorce (o marriage, in tlie several counties and the State, have been 
as follows : 
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Brfatol Coonty One divorce to every 18.5 marriages. 

Kent Ooanty One divorce to every 11.3 marriages. 

IVewport Cdonty One divorce to every 5J3 marriages. 

Proridenca Coanty One divorce to every 11.3 marriages. 

'WashiDgtoo Coonty One divorce^ to every 13.7 marriages. 

'Whole SUte. One divorce to every 11 9 marriages. 

If the divorces granted in 1885 could be compared with the num- 
ber of marriages in their proper proportion in the years in which the 
matrimonial contract of each was consummated , it would be found that 
the ratio was nearer one in fourteen than one in eleven marriages. 

The ratio of divorce has been larger, for the last three or four years, 
in consequence of the lessened number of marriages during those 
years. In 1880 the proportion of persons married, to the population 
by the census of that year, was twenty in every thousand persons. In 
1885, by the census of that year, the number of persons married was 
sixteen and one-third in every thousand persons. While the popula- 
tion was larger by ten per cent, in 1885 than it was in 1880, the num- 
ber of marriages was more than ten per cent. less. 

It is to be remembered that the marriage of some of the divorced 
parties was consummated in other States, and that fiict in part has 
given cnrrency to the charge that the laws of Khode Ishind in relation 
to divorce afforded unusual facilities for the annulment of the mar- 
riage contract. 

Without discussion of the question of unusual facilities afforded for 
obtaining divorce, it may be suggested tliat the many delightful ph.cjs 
of residence in Rhode Island have a charm for those hapless unfor- 
tunates who desire to forget the trials and infelicities of married life, 
or, possibly, some of those who chafe under the abridgment of per- 
sonal liberty which matrimony imposes, and therefore the State becomes 
the residence of more who finally apply for divorce than would make 
Buch application were the circumstances different. 
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DEATHS, 1885. 



The number of deaths registered in Rhode Island, during 1885, 
according to the returns made to the State Registrar, was five thou- 
sand, three hundred and eighty-nine (5,H89). 

This number is larger by 248 tlian that (»f the year 1884, and an 
increase of 107 over that of 1863. It is the largest ever recorded in 
the State. 

The death rate (seventeen and seven-tenths in every 1,000 living 
persons) was about eight-tenths of one in excess of that of the pre- 
vious year, and about two-tenths of one in excess of the previous 
census year.

The proportions of mortality in 1885, in the first and last quarters 
of the year, were quite remarkable if not entirely unprecedented. In 
the first quarter the ratio was about five per cent, largt'r than in 18S4, 
and about three per cent, larger than the average of thirty-one years. 
In the last quarter the ratio was more than five per cent, smaller than 
in the preceding year, and five and one-half per cent, smaller than the 
annual average of thirty-one years. 
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August and July are the months in which occur the largest number 
of deaths in a series of years. Occasionally, from the prevalence of 
some virulent epidemic in the larger centres of population, some other 
month may, for that year, show the largest mortality. 

An examination of Table L will show that the months other than 
July and August are quite variable, from year to year, in the propor- 
tion of deaths that occur in them respectively. 

PARENTAOB OF DECEDENTS. 

The number of decedents, in 1885, of the two general classes of 
parentage, that is, American and foreign, may be found in Table I, 
on pages 2 and 3. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 5,389, reported in 1885, 2,765 
were of American, and 2,62-1 were of foreign parentage. 

By the term *' foreign parentage" is meant the decedents whose 
fathers were born in some other country and not in the United States. 
The grandchildren of foreign born grandfathers are not reckoned as 
of foreign parentage, if their own fathers were born in the United 
States. 

The following six towns reported a larger number of decedents of 
foreign parentage than of American : Warren, Cumberland, Lipcoln, 
Pawtucket, Woonsocket, and Providence city. Also the State Insti- 
tutions in Cranston.

It will bo noLieed that tlui ilecedents inider one ycir of ago have 
not varied much in proportion to tlic wliolc? number of deatlis. during 
thirty-three years, the average hohling at about eighteen in every one 
hundred. An occasional year only may vary one or two per cent. 

Hetween the ages of one and tive a considerable decrease has occurred 
during these years, in the i)roportionafe mortality. During the first 
period of ten years the ratio was 19.4 per cent; during the second 
period it was 15.7 per cent.; in the third period it was IG.O ]>er cent.; 
and during the last three years the annual average has been 10.9 j>er 
cent., a decrease of 8.5 per cent, from 19.4 per cent., or nearly 44 [)er 
cent, less than the average of the first decad(» in the Table. 

No less a change has occurred in the proportion of the decedents of 
fifty years of age and over, in the increased ratio of mortality.

The natural result of a lessened proportion of deaths in the earlier 
periods of life would be a larger proportion of living persons in the 
later periods, and consequently an increased death rate, because of the 
larger proportional number liable to extinction of life. 

By the preceding Tables and previous remarks it will be seen that 
the period of life during which there has been an increasing exemption 
from death extends from one year of age to ten, and that the increased 
proportional mortality in consequence thereof has not been in the 
middle periods of life, but in the chisses that have attained the age of 
fifty years and over. 



COLORED DECEDENTS. 



Hy the State census of 1885 there were 7,342 persons of color in 
Rhode Island. In 1880, by the United States census, there were 
6,592. The enumerations of both censnses include persons of all 
shades of color of African, Aboriginal or Mongolian blood. The 
percentage of increjise during the five years was rather larger than 
that of the white population, or above eleven per cent. During the 
five years there were of that class 952 births and 867 deaths. The 
excess of births over deaths during that period was 85. The increase 
of number of that class must, therefore, have been in a very large 
measure the result of immigration from other States and countries. 
Of Chinese and Japanese there wjis an increase of six only.

The average annual proportion of deaths in tlio whole State, reported 
with cause unknown during the first ten of the above twenty-three 
years, that is, from 1863 to 1872, inclusive, was one in every 14.8; or 
67.6 in every one thousand decedents. 

The average annual proportion of the same during the last ten years, 
that is, from 1876 to 1886, inclusive, was one reported cause unknown 
in every 37.7 deaths; or 26.5 in every one thousand decedents. 

It will be seen that the proportional number, during the last ten 
years, was but little more than one-third of the proportional number 
of the first ten.

130 THIRTY-THIRD REGISTRATION REPORT. [1885. 

Consumption is in all years not only the leading cause of death, but 
as such cause has a mortality, in a series of years, more than twice 
that of any other cause. 

Pneumonia is, with very rare exceptions, the second most important 
cause of death. In 1885 the decedents from pneumonia were not only 
larger in number than ever recorded in any previous year^ but were 
larger in proportion to the whole number of decedents. 

The other causes of death presented in Table LVIII vary, in pro- 
portion to deaths from all causes, very considerably from year to year. 

The number of deaths from cancer are largely in excess of any pre- 
vious year. The mortality from cancer has increased more rapidly 
than the increase of population during the last five years. 

The subject of proportion and increase of mortality, from different 
causes of death, will have more extended consideration in subsequent 
pages. 
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COMMEXTS. 

In tlie preceding pages there liave been presented, numerically and 
in tabular form, the various causes of death in Rhode Island, in 1885. 
In Tables VIII and IX they were presented at considerable length, in 
various specific terms, and in Table X more or less grouped in a gen- 
eral nosological arrangement. 

In Table VIII the number of deaths from mrh cause and of each sex 
is shown, for earh month in the year, and the pareiitayt* of the dece- 
dents ivoxvL fnck enusf during the year. 

In Table IX the number of decedents of cadi sfx from fach caxise, 
in tlie different per io(ts uf Ufey is given. 

In Table X, with the classification and percentage of causes of 
death, the number of each general cause, in each division of larger 
]K)pulation, is given. 

Table LVIII is a .com pen d in part of the three tables previously 
alluded to, and contains the particulars of the causes of death, in 
1885, of the principal causes which will be commented upon in the 
following pages. 

DEATHS FROM AC(;i DENTS. 

The number of deaths from accidental causes of all kinds, reported 
in Rhode Island, in .1885, was 173. This number is 7 less than during 
18S4. 

Of these 173 deaths 19 were from burns and scalds; 41 by drown- 
ing; 25 from falls; 9 from poisoning; 15 from railroad accidents; 9 
from asphyxia, and 54 from accidents too numerous to six'cify. 

Of the whole number of deaths bv accident 135 were males, and 3S 
were females ; 72 were of American, and 101 were of foreign iiarentage. 

Of the sexes the pro])ortion was 78 per cent, of male decedents, to 
22 per cent, of femah^ decedents. Of i)arentage, 58 per cent, was of 
foreign, and 42 j)er cent, of American.

In regard to periods of life, the decedents from accidental causes 
were divided jis follows: Under 5 years, 29 ; 5 and under !(►, 12; be- 
tween 10 and 20, 29; between 20 and 40, 38; between 40 and 00, 38; 
over GO, 25; and 2, ago not stated. 
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In regard to sectional divisions of the State, 5 of the deaths from 
accidental causes were in Bristol county; 6 in Kent county; 8 in 
Newport county ; 13 in Washington county, and 141 in Providence 
county. 

The whole number of deaths from accidental causes, in 1885, in 
proportion to the whole number of deathii from specified causes, in the 
State, was about 32.5 in every one thousand. 

APOPLEXY AND PARALYSIS. 

There were 289 deaths from apoplexy and paralysis in Rliode Island, 
in 1885, according to the returns. The number reported is 14 more 
than in the year 1883, and 9 less than in 1884.

Under the head of ^^Child-birth" are included puerperal fever, 
paerperal convulsions, and whatever causes that can only occur as the 
result of child-birth. 

The number reported in 1885 was 47; 22 of which were from the 
immediate effects of child-birth, includin<^ metritis, hemorrhage, &c., 
7 from paerperal convulsions, and 18 from puerperal fever.

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CHOLERA INFANTUM. 

The number of deaths from cholera infantum, according to tlie 
returns for 1885, was 279. The number is 46 less than in 1884. 

Sex, — Of the 279 decedents 150 were males and 129 were females;

Sex — Of these 781 decedents 382 were males, and 399 were females ; 
giving 104.5 female decedents to every 100 male decedents; or 48.9 
males and 51.1 females in every 100 decedents from consumption. 

The nearly equal number of the sexes whose deaths were caused by 
consumption, in 1885, is a very rare occurrence, if not unprecedented. 
Usually there are one hundred and twenty or more females to every 
one hundred male decedents from consumption. 

Parentage, — There were 315 decedents of American parentage, and 
466 of foreign; a proportion of 148 of foreign parentage to every 100 
of American. In 1884 there were 160 of foreign i)arcntage to every 
100 of American. 

Season. — For an unusual circumstance, the largest number of deaths 
in any one month, 76, occurred in July; the next largest, 75, in Sep- 
tember; the smallest number, 52, in October.

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There is a considerable difference in the proportion of deaths from 
known causes, in different years in the same locality, as well as in 
different localities in the same year. 

The following Table shows the total deaths from all reported known 
causes, with the number and percentage of deaths from consumption 
to the same, in each of the larger divisions of the State, and in the 
whole State, in each of the last seventeen years, and in the^aggregate 
for a period of twenty-five years, from I860 to 1884, inclusive : 
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In the different counties, and localities of larger population, the 
decedents from consumption vary considerably one year with another, 
in proportion to the whole number of decedents from all other speci- 
fied causes. The larger the population, however, the smaller the 
difference from year to year. 

In the whole State, during the last seven years, the proportion of 
decedents from consnmjition, to whole number of deaths from stated 
causes, has averaged 14.77 per cent. The proportion has not varied 
one and one-half per cent, in the ratio, during any one of those seven 
years. 

In the counties it has been different. Bristol county shows a varia- 
tion, during the seven years, of 19.67 per cent., in 1882, and 6.48 per 
cent, in 1885. The average ratio of twenty-five years is 13.13 per 
cent. 

Kent county has not had so variable a yearly proportion as Bristol 
county, but has had a considerably larger average proportion. The 
average ratio of twenty-five years standing at 17.37 per cent. 

Newport county has not varied so largely as Bristol from year to 
year, although having a slightly larger ratio during twenty-five years, 
i. e. 13.80 per cent. 

In Providence county towns, including the city of Pawtucket, the 
different yearly ratios have not varied more than the State at large, 
although the average percentage of mortality from consumption, for 
twenty-five years, exceeds tliat of the whole State by about three- 
fourths of one per cent. 

Providence city shows a mortality from consumption, during a 
quarter of a century, less in proportion to stated causes of deaths 
than the towns of Providence county, including Pawtucket. 

Washington county has, with few exceptions, shown the largest 
proportional mortality from consumption of any locality in the State. 
For a period of twenty-five years the average ratio has been 18.05 
per cent.

STATISTICS OF TWENTY-FIVE YEARS, WITH COMMENTS. 

The remaining i)age8 devoted to the eonsidenition of pulmonary con- 
sumption, as a cause of death, are extracts from a paper prepared upon 
reqnest by the State Registrar, and read before the American Public 
Health Association, at the meeting held in Washington, D. C, Decem- 
ber 7-11, 1885, and published in the transactions of that Association, 
and in the Eighth Annual Report of the State Board of Uealth of 
Rhode Island. 
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Sex,— Of the deaths from consamption^ during the period of twenty- 
five years, there was a proportion of 124 female decedents to every 100 
male decedents. 

The ratio of the sexes by population is about 106 females to every 
100 males. 

An excess of female decedents from consumption is the rule during 
every month of every year, with scarcely any exceptions. 

Season. — The months in which the mortality from consumption 
occurred, during the period of twenty-five years, in the order of from 
the largest to the smallest, are as follows : March, 1,3:^3 ; August,

February, 1,145; July, 1,142. Pulmonary consumption as a disease 
is more evenly distributed through all months of the year than any 
other, and deaths therefrom maintain a corresponding uniformity. 

The different quarters of tlie year, in the aggregates of twenty-five 
year's, shows a mortality in numbers as follows: Ist quarter, 3,713; 
2nd quarter, 3,731; 3rd quarter, 3,691; 4th quarter, 3,776. 

Age. — While no period of life is exempt from the ravages of con- 
sumption, there is a very strongly marked difference in the mortality 
at different ages. During the twenty-five years comprised in the 
tables on previous pages, the average proportions in every 1000 deaths 
from consumption were as follows :

Under 20 years of nge the proportion of deaths from consumption^ 
to whole number of deaths from consumption, is less than the propor- 
tion of that class of population by age, to the whole population, by 
about 60 per cent. Above 20 years of age the tide turns. From 20 
to 40 years of age the proportion of decedents from consumption is 
larger ^han the proportion of that class, to the whole population, by 
about 40 per cent. From 40 to 60 years it is larger by about 20 per 
cent , and above 60 years by nearly 70 per cent. 

It does not seem by the results of registration, and by the com- 
parison of the same with the population of the same age, that advanced 
life acquires any immunity from the development of pulmonary con- 
sumption, but that the lessened number of decedents is due to the 
diminished number of living individuals of that advanced age. And, 
more than that, statistics seem to show, on the other hand, that be- 
yond the sixtieth year of life there is an increased disposition to the 
development of pulmonary diseases.

The preceding summary will show the average annual percentage of 
deaths from consumption, in proportion to all other stated causes, in 
each period of five years from 1860 to 1884, inclusive. 

The percentage is based upon the returns of deaths giving the cause 
of death. The number of deaths returned with cause unknown varies 
from year to year considerably, but with a gradually dininishing pro- 
portion. During the year 1884 the number was 42. It was the smallest 
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ever returned in any single year. Some slight allowance may be made, 
therefore, in the percentages of the two or three earlier periods of five 
years. 

CONSUMPTION. PROPORTION OF DEATHS TO POPULATION. 

In ascertaining the proportion of deaths from consumption to the 
living population, in each of the five-year periods, the basis of com- 
putation is obtained by adding to the population taken by the Slate 
or National censuses, at the beginning of each five-year period, one- 
half of the increase of population during that period, ascertained by 
the census taken at the beginning of the succeeding five-year period. 
An average is thereby found which, if not absolutely and mathemat- 
ically exact, is very close and sufficiently approximate thereto.

The results of investigation show that consumption, as a cause of 
death, has diminished in frequency since 1860, commencing with an 
average proportion of 28.3 annually in every 10,000 of the population 
during the five yfears from 1860 to 1865, and closing with an average 
annual proportion of 24.7 during the five-year period ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1884. It will be seen, however, that the diminution has not 
been by regular gradation, the third and fourth five-year periods 
showing an annual average proportion to populatiou somewhat smaller 
than the last period. 

CONSUMimON. PROPORTION OF DEATHS TO POPULATION BY 

PARENTAGE. 

In the previous consideration of the proportion of deaths from 
consumption to population regard was had to the total population, 
comprising all of the two distinctive classes, that is, American and 
foi*eign. It is now proposed to consider the proportions of the two 
classes (American and foreign) separately, that is, the number of 
deaths from consumption in each class, in periods of five years each, 
as before. 
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There can be, however, but four periods of five years each in such 
coDHideration, as the tabulated reports of the parentage of decedents 
were not made previous to 1865. 

Decedents of mixed parentage, i. e., of American father and for- 
eign mother, and vice versa, are chissed with the parentage of the 
fathers. 

It is necessary in this connection to make use of the census enu- 
merations taken during the first year of each five-year period, as the 
enumerations of the census of 1885, in rehition to the popuhUion by 
parentage, have not at the time of this writing been completed. 

The circumstance, however, is consequential only so fty as the 
increase of population in the one class may have been greater than in 
the other. Whatever difference there may have been would doubtless 
be in favor of the class of foreign parentage. That the reader may 
form some estimate of what such small difference might be (the pro- 
portions being each for its own class) the populations of the two 
classes at the commencement of each fi,ve-year period are given:

The reader will scarcely fail to observe the regularity with which 
the proportions of deaths from consumption, in the population of 
American parentage, have diminished during the twenty years. At

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the same time it will be seen that the mortality from the same dis- 
ease, in the population of foreign parentage, holds nearly the same 
proportion to the population of that class in the last five years as in 
the first. 

Another method of presenting the varying proportions of mortjility 
from consumption during twenty years, in the two classes of pojmla- 
tion, may have some advantages, in that the results may be more 
immediately obvious, as follows :

Again will be seen the diminution, by regular gradation, of the 
])ercentage of decedents from consumption, in the population of 
American parentage, and the approximate main tai nance, in the last 
five-year period, of the average proportion of the first five-year period 
in the population of foreign parentage. The more favorable occur- 
rence of diminished proportion, during the second and third periods, 
is shown to have taken a more unfavorable turn in the fourth. 

It should be understood that the term *^ foreign i)arentage" is meant 
to include not only all persons of foreign birth, but also all persons 
born in the United States whose parents were foreign born. And 
therein is the limit of foreign parentage, as the term is used in this 
pai)er. 

All persons who were born in the United States of parents whose 
birth also occurred in the United States are reckoned as of American 
parentage, although their grandparents may have been foreign born, 
and their parents reckoned as of foreign parentage. 
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CROUP. 

There were 94 decedentfi from croup, in Rhode Island, in 1885. 
There were 80 in 1884, 71 in 1883, 77 in 1882, and 101 in 1881. As 
a canse of death eronp has diminished in comparative importance 
during the last twenty years. 

Sex. — Of the 94 decedents from croup, in 1885, there were 45 males 
and 49 females, a proportion of 92 males to each 100 females, which 
is not in accordance with the rule of twenty-fivo years, in which there 
has been a predominance of males. 

Parentage. — There were 42 decedents of American parentage, and 
54 of foreign parentage. The proportions were in the ratio of 129 of 
foreign to etich 100 of American parentage. 

Age, — There were 13 of the decedents under one year of age, 20 of 
one year and under two, 39 of two years and under five, and 20 be- 
tween five and ten, and 2 above twenty years of age. 

Of the 94 deaths from croup 74 occurred in Providence county. 

DIARUiraU AND DYSENTERY. 

There were 120 decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery, in 1885. 

Sex. — Of the 120, 01 were males, and 59 were females, or in the 
ratio of about 103 males to each 100 females. 

Parentage. — There were,, of the 120 decedents, 51 of American pa- 
rentage, and 09 of foreign parentage, or a ^n-oportion of about 135 of 
foreign parentage to every 100 of American. 

Age. — There were 79 of the decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery 
under 5 years of age, and there were 14 over 70 years of age, leaving 
20 only for all the years between 5 and 70. One, age not stilted. 

LoralUy. — Of the 120 decedents 97 were in Providence county. 

Season. — There were 81 of the deaths from diarrlxpa and dysentery 
that occurred during the months of .luly, August and September. 

DIPHTHERIA.

Age, — Tliere were 53 under five years of age, and 32 between live 
and ten. 

Loral ity,—Oi the 99 decedents 76 were in Providence county, 5 in 
Kent county, 7 in Washington county, 6 in Newport county, and 5 in 
Bristol county. 

CROUP AND DIPHTHERIA. 

For the purpose of comparison of the two diseases, from year to

The number of decedents, whose deaths were returned as having 
been caused by *^ fever" of some form, was 158. Deaths from puer- 
peral fever are not included. 
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The term **fever" includes the following types of febrile diseases, 
as may be seen in Table VIII, on page 18 : '^fevers," unspecified, 18;

The number of decedents from diseases of the heart, as reported in 
1885, was 349. The number is larger by 64 than that of 1884.

Pnre/itagv, — Of the 349 decedents from diseases of the heart, in 
1885, there were 198 of American parentage, and 151 of foreign, a 
j)roporiion of 131 of American parentage to every 100 of foreign.

It will be seen that about 41 per cent, of all the deaths from diseases 
of the heart were of persons over sixty years of age, and under eighty. 

Diseases of the heart have acquired large importance as a cause of 
death. From 28.8 in every 1,000 deaths from all causes, in 1866, heart 
diseases have gradually increased to 64 in every 1,000, in 1886. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There were 466 decedents from pneumonia, in 1885. The number 
is 102 more than in 1884, and 66 more than in any previous yctar. 

In 1876, however, the proportion to whole number of deaths was 
larger, that is, 9.3 in every one hundred; in 1886 it was 8.6 in every 
hundred.

It should be stated tliat tlie nomenclature of diseases in the noso- 
logical arrangement on the following pages is not intended to include 
the names of the whole list of morbid phenomena affecting the human 
organism, but the names of such only as are directly the cause of 
death, or such as ordinarily predispose to or set m motion the morbid 
processes that end in death. 

In the construction of the classification now adopted, use has been 
made of the results and conclusions of a committee of the Royal Col- 
lege of physicians of England, and from such other sources as were 
accessible, and from examination of the classifications in use in differ- 
ent countries in Europe and America. It has been the design to have 
all these chissilications based on observed facts and most advanced 
conclusions in relation to pathological j)rocesse8 and morbid conditions^ 
inductive, causative, progressive and ultimate. 

The statistical nosology will consist of two lists of causes of death, 

A TABULAR LIST AND SUPPLEMENTAL LIST. 

The Tabular List comprises the chief or primary causes of death 
which will be used in Table X on Classification and Percentage in the 
preparation of the Registrar's Annual Reports, and will, therefore, 
include all those named in the Supplemental List, when the final 
arrangement is completed. 

The Si pplemkntal List is subordinate to the Tabular List, and 
contains synonyms, or names of related diseases, which may be actu- 
ally, or are supposed to be, causes of death, and which are in addition 
to those in the Tabular List, and which are often found in Physi- 
cian's certificates of death, as rejjorted to the State Registrar. 
These will have a place, in alphabetical order, in Tables VIII and IX 
in the reports, and will be variously grouped under different heads 
in Table X, as the figure which precedes each cause in the Supple- 
mental List will eorresix>nd with the figure of the head in the Tab- 
ular List under which that cause is placed.

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Suggestions concerning physicians' certificates of death. 

It should be the endeavor to specify the causes of death as de6nitely 
and correctly as ])ossible. It is not unusual to find a return of death 
with the physician's certificate, naming the cause of death, ^* Paraly- 
sis," ''Paraplegia," '* Fits," "Convulsions," ''Dropsy," &c., which 
are merely secondary or consecutive causes, simply symptoms only, or 
results of some organic lesion or pathological derangement. Some- 
times the alleged cause is really the final cause, as in a case of ter- 
mination of life by paralysis, but the cause given as paralysis is not 
the determining cause. Apoplexy, or some lesion of the nervous 
centres, must be the original and determining cause of paralysis, 
paraplegia, hemiplegia, &c., and the determining cause should be 
stated as the primary in the return or certificate. 

Convulsions are the symptoms or results of some antece- 
dent or concurrent disease. They follow meningitis and other 
structural lesions of the nervous centres: they also occur from reflex 
derangement or disturbance of the nervous centres, as in children, 
from intestinal irritation, or from inflummation, as in gastritis, enter- 
itis, nephritis, &c. In such cases they may be contributory to death, 
and perhaps, in rare instances, a final cause, by inducing or taking 
the form of tonic or tetanic spasm. But as contributory, or as a final 
cause, they are simply concomitant. They should find place as sec- 
ondary causes only in certificates of death. 

** Fits " is too unmeaning a term to be used in any case. 

The word in a medical sense literally means an attack, an occurrence, 
or succession of attacks of some physical or mental disturbance, as 
"fits of sickness," "fits of melancholy, &c.," and is not properly 
used as synonymous with convulsions from any cause. It would be 
just as sensible to attribute a death to an '^occurrence" or an "attack" 
as a cause, as to "fits," without other qualifications. 

''Dropsy" and ''Ascites" have been allowed to stand as 

determining causes of death because of extended use, and because of 
the obscurity with which their causes in rare instances are involved. 
We can scarcely conceive of a dropsical accumulation without antece- 
dent organic or functional disorder, derangement of the absorbent or 
secretory system, or depravation of the blood. They are left iu the 
tabular list with not a little reluctance. Paralysis is also left in the 
tabular list for a like reason, and with the same doubt of propriety. 

It may be suggested that it is sometimes difficult, and occasion- 
ally impossible, to ascertain positively the chief or leading cause of 
death. The physician last in attendance may find several functional 
or structural diseases, the morbid conditions multiple and complex. 
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and not only the initial derangement, but the succession of morbid 
processes, proximate, consecutive and ultimate, inextricably entangled 
and lost to discovery. 

The careful diagnostician will, however, even then be able to con- 
ceive the probable leading cause, but, whether or not, he will be able at 
least to ascertain the most prominent and controlling lesion 
or functional derangement then existing, and which may reason- 
ably be accepted as the primary cause of death. 

The preceding remark applies very properly to cases of adventitious 
diseases which prove fatal, when occurring in individuals already suf- 
fering from some chronic disease of slower progress, as when fatal 
dysentery attacks a consumptive person, or one having chronic ne- 
phritis dies from pneumonia. The acute disease occurring inde- 
pendently of the chronic disease is the chief cause of death, 
although the fatal event may have been made more sure by the 
existence of the antecedent disease, and although the antecedent 
disease would have ultimately caused death. 

In attributing death to scrofula, tuberculosis, tumor, cancer and 
other generic terms, as causes, the organic structure or locality 
where the disease is developed should always be given, otherwise 
such terms are very indefinite, and discredit the acquirements of the 
certifying physician. 

The objects desired in presenting the preceding nomencla- 
ture of causes of death, and the suggestions following, are to sub- 
serve the purpose of greater uniformity in the use of nosological terms, 
and to promote the accomplishment of entire definiteness, accuracy, 
and completeness in the physicians' certificates of causes of death. 

The State of Rhode Island has a leading reputation for the com- 
pleteness of its vital statistics. It is not excelled by any State in the 
Union. With the exception of two or three, there are no States that 
have approximate completeness of numbers of decedents, and fullness 
of statements of fact connected therewith. It is hoped that the 
physicians of Rhode Island will feel a professional and patriotic in- 
terest in the further elevation of the reputation of the State as a 
collector of accurate and complete vital statistics.

PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 85. 



OF THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, DEATHS AND MARRIAGES. 

Section 1. The town clerks of the several towns, or any person whom the 
board of aldermen of any city, or the town council of any town may appoint 
for that purpose, shall obtain, chronologically record and index, as required by 
the forms prescribed by section three of this chapter, all information concerning 
births, marriages and deaths occurring among the inhabitants of their respective 
towns ; and on or before the first Monday in March, annually, shall make duly 
certitled returns thereof to the secretary of the state board of health for the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December next preceding, accompanying the 
same with a list of the persons required by law to make returns to them, who 
have neglected to do so, and with such remarks relating to the object of this 
chapter as they may deem important to communicate. 

Sec. 2. The secretary of the state board of health shall receive the returns 
made in pursuance of the preceding section, and annually make a general abstract 
and report thereof, in form as prescribed by section three of this chapter, and 
publish not exceeding one thousand copies thereof, and for preparing, tabulating 
and publishing said annual report the sum of five hundred dollars shall be paid to 
the state registrar. Said returns, after such report is prepared, shall be deposited 
in the ofiice of the secretary of state, who shall cause the same to be arranged, 
full alphabetical indices of all the names to be made, and the whole to be bound 
in volumes of convenient size and carefully preserved in his office. 

Sec. 3. The blank forms required to carry out the provisions of this chapter 
•hall, on application, be furnished by the secretary of the state board of health, 
to clergymen, physicians, undertakers, town clerks, clerks of meetings of the 
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Society of FrieDCis and other persons requiring them, substantially as follows : 
The record of a birth shall state the date and place of birth, name and sex of the 
child, whether born alive or still-born, the name and surname, color, occupation, 
residence and birthplace of the parents, and the time of recording, so far as the 
same can be ascertained. The record of a marriage shall state the date of the 
marriage, place, name, residence and ot!icial station of the [)erson by whom mar- 
ried, names and surnames of the parties, age, color, occupation and residence of 
each, condition, that is whether single, widowed or divorced, what marriage, 
that is whether first, second, third or other marriage, the occupation, birthplace 
and name of their parents, and the time of recording, so far as the same can be 
ascertained. The record of deaths shall state the date of death, name and sur- 
name of the deceased, the sex, color and condition, whether single or married, 
age, occupation, place of death, place of birth, names and birthplace of parents, 
disease or cause of death, and the time of recording, so far as can be ascertained. 

Sec. 4. Every meeting of the Society of Friends, clergyman, and all others 
authorized to join persons in marriage, shall make a faithful record of every such 
rite performed by them, in manner and form aforesaid, and return the same for 
the last preceding month, on or before the second Monday of every month, to 
the town clerk of the town in which such rite shall have been performed ; and 
no marriage shall be solemnized uulil the parties shall have signed and delivered 
to the person about tp solemnize it, or to the clerk of a meeting of the Society of 
Friends, a certificate containing the information required for the record of a 
marriage, as prescribed by this chapter. 

Sec. 5. The town clerk of every town shall annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, collect the information required by this chapter, in relation to all children 
born in the town during the year ending on the thirty-first day of December next 
preceding. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person shall die, or any still-born child shall be brought 
forth in this state, the physician attending at such bringing forth or last sickness, 
if any physician so attended, shall, within forty-eight hours after such death or 
bringing forth, leave with the family, if any, or person having the care of the 
deceased, or the person bringing forth such stillborn child, or give to the under- 
taker or person who conducts the funeral a certificate stating, in case of a death, 
the name of the deceased, the date of the death, and the disease or cause of the 
death, and in case of the bringing forth of a still-born child, the date and the 
cause of such child being brought forth stillborn. 

Sec. 7. Every town council may appoint a sufficient number of persons to 
act as undertakers, removable at the pleasure of such council. 

Sec. 8. No undertaker or other person shal} conduct a funeral, or bury or de- 
posit in a tomb, or remove from this state, or otherwise dispose of the remains of 
any deceased person or still-born child unless he shall first obtain the physician's 
certificate required by section six of this chapter, if a physician was in attendance 
upon such person who has deceased, or the person bringing forth such still lx)rQ 
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child, and shall return the same, together with his own cerliflcato of the infor- 
mation required by section three of this chapter, to the town clerk of the town 
where such death or bringing forth took place. 

Sec. 9. Any town may make ordinances more effectually to attain the objects 
herein contemplated. 

Sbc. 10. The town clerks, or persons appointed as aforesaid, shall receive for 
each record of u death made and returned as required by law, and for each record 
of a marriage made and returned as required by law, twenty cents, to be paid to 
them out of their respective town treasuries : Promded, that the yearly compen- 
eation to be paid out of the t(*wn treasury as aforesaid, to any one town clerk or 
person appointed as aforesaid, who shall perform the duties prescribed by this 
chapter shall not be less than five dollars. Undertakers and others making re- 
turns of deaths as required by section eight of this chapter, shall receive for each 
full report of a death made to the town clerk, five cents in.the cities of Providence 
and Newport, and ten cents in the other towns of the state. 

Sec. 11. Every clergyman, physician, undertaker, town clerk, clerk of any 
meeting of the Sociely of Friends, or other person who shall wilfully neglect or 
refuse to perform any of the duties imposed on or required of him by this chap- 
ter, shall l>e fined not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence, one-half thereof 
to the use of the town in which the offence shall occur, and one-half thereof to 
the use of the person who shall complain of the same. 

Sec. 12. Every clergyman, physician, coroner, undertaker, or clerk of any 
meeting of the Society of Friends, shall cause his name and residence to be re- 
corded in the town clerk's office of the town where he resides. 

Sec. 13. No letters of administration or letters testamentary shall be granted 
by any court of probate, upon the estate of any person, until the death of such 
person, or the facts from which the same is presumed, shall be duly certified, as 
near as may l)e. to the town clerk, in order that the same may be duly registered 
according to the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 14. The town clerks of the several towns, the city clerk of the city of 
Newport, and the city registrar of the city of Providence, shall have the custody 
of all records of birth.s, deaths and marriages of their respective towns, whether 
made under the statutes now in force or any former statute, and a certificate signed 
by them, certifying that any written or printed statement of any marriage, birth 
or death is a true copy of the record in their custody, shall be admitted as eve- 
dence of such marriage, birth or death. 

Sec. 15. Births, marriages and deaths of nonresidents shall lie distinguished 
from those of residents, in the returns, by being arranged separately. 

Skc. 10. The secretary of the state board of health may, from time to time, 
vary the forms of returns, and re({Uii'e such a<iditional information as he may 
consider necessary to accomplish the object of this chapter. 

Sec. 17. The town clerks or other officers appointed under |his chapter to col- 
lect, record and return the births in the several towns, shall receive fees therefor 

S3 
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as follows : For makiDg record and return of these facts as required by law, 
twenty ceuts each for the tirst fifty entries in each calendar year, and ten cents 
each for each subsequent entry and return ; to be paid by the town in which the 
birth is recorded. 

8ec. 18. The town clerks of the several towns, or other persons appointed 
under this chapter to collect the births in the several towns, shall annually in the 
month of January, collect the facts codcernin^ the births wiihin their respective 
towns, required by this chapter; and shall, so far as practicable, at the same time 
collect the names of all persons liable to be enrolled in the militia, as required by 
title thirty, four ; and the census of all persons between the ages of five and fif- 
teen years inclusive, as provided by chapter fifty ; and shall receive therefor such 
compensation as the town council or the board of aldermen of their respective 
towns or cities shall determine ; Pracided, that the city of Providence shall be 
exempt from so much of the provisions of this section as relates to the collection 
of the statistics of births. 

Sec. 19. Blanks for the foregoing purposes shall be furnished, on application 
therefor, on or before the first day of December in the year preceding, by the state 
board of health for the collection of births, by the adjutant general for the taking 
of the enrolled militia, and by the commissioner of public schools for the census 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 20. The person or persons who shall discharge the duties leciuircd by 
section eighteen of this chapter, if other than the town clerk, shall make full 
return thereof to the town clerk of his or their town, on or before the tenth day 
of February next following. 

Sec. 21. The returns required to be made by clerks of the supreme court, in 
relation to divorces, to the secretary of the state board of health, or a prepared 
abstract theieof, shall be published in the annual report on the births, marriages 
and deaths in the state. 



SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW OF MAlMnAGE, 



CHAPTER 103. PUBLIC STATl TES. 

Sections 1, 2 and 3 show what kindred persons cannot marry, and declare 
marriages within prohibited degrees null and void. 

Section 4 makes an exception in favor of Jews, within the degrees of affinity 
or consanguinity allowed by their religion. 

Section 5 declares the marriage of persons having a husband or wife living, 
and of idiots and of lunatics, absolutely voic}. 
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Sec. 6 '* Any ordained minisler or elder of any religious deoomination, who 
shall be domiciled in this state, and either Justice of the supreme court, may join 
persons in marriage in any town in the state. '* (It will be seen that clergymen 
from otlier stHtes cannot lawfully solemnize marriages in Rhode Island.) 

Section 7 dctines what shall be understood by the term '* religious denomina- 
tion." within the meaning of the preceding section. 

Sec. 8. Wardens m the town of New Shorehnm may join persons in marriage 
in said town. 

Section 9 provides that no minister, elder, magistrate or warden shall join 
persons in marringc. unless such persons, if residents of this state^ shall 
first present (to the clergyman or other person officiating) a certificate properly 
executed and signed by the town or city clerk or city registrar of the town or city 
in which EACH of such persons shtiii RESPECTIVELY reside, 
and if not residents of this state, then from the town or city clerk or reg- 
istrar of the toti^n or city in which tJte marriage shall be solemnized, to the effect that 
the said town or city clerk or registrar has dtdy recorded the intention of 
marriage between the parties named in the certificate, the said certificate also 
sotting forth the names and surnames of the parties, the age, color, occupation, 
birthplace and residence of each, whether either or both have been before mar- 
ried, and, if before married, whether the marriage intended is the first, second, 
third or other marriage, and also whether the condition of either or both persons 
previously married is that of a divorced person, and the names, occupation and 
birthplace of each of their parents ; and no town or city clerk or city registrar 
shall issue such certificate to any minor or person under guardianship, unless the 
consent in writing of the parent or guardian shall have been first obtained thereto, 
provided, however, such certificate may be issued to a female over eighteen years 
of age, who has no parent or guardian living in the United States. (The legal 
minority of both sexes terminates at the age of twenty one.) 

Section 10 prc^vides that every Society of Friends, and every person authorized 
to join persons in marriage nhaU certify upon the certificate required in section 
Dine of this chapter the time when and tJie place where the marriage shall have 
been solemni/.ed by him, and shall on or before the second Monday of every month, 
return the certificate of every marriage solemnized by him during the last pre- 
ceding month, to the clerk or registrar of the town oh citt in which such Hie 
sfiall Juitt been performed. 

Section 11 forbids the solemnization of the marriage ceremony, by any per- 
son, when lawful objection is made thereto in writing, until such lawful objection 
be removed. 

Sections 12 and 13 provide that any person who shall join persons in marriage 
without first receiving the certificate required in section nine of this chapter, or 
otherwitjc contrary to or in violation of chapter 168 of the Public Statutes, shall 
be imprisoned not exceeding six months, or fined not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 
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Section 14 provides that all persons married without duly proceeding as re- 
quired by chapter 163, shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sec. 15. The solemnization of marriage shall be in the presence of two wit- 
nesses at least, besides the minister, elder or magistrate officiating. 

Section 16 relates to marriages among Quakers or Friends and among Jews, 
making them valid if in accordance with the forms, rites and ceremonies of the 
same respectively. 

Section 17 provides that at least one of the parlies to any marriage solemnized 
according to the manner and form of the Society of Friends, or rites and cere- 
monies of the Jewieh religion shall, before the celebration thereof, sign and deliver 
to the town or city clerk or city registrar of the town or city in which such mar- 
riage is solemnized, the certificate required in section nine. 



CHAPTER 167. 

OF DIVORCE. 

Section 1. Divorces from the bond of marriage shall be decreed in case of 
any marriage originally void or voidable by law, and in case either party is for 
crime deemed to be or treated as if civilly dead, or, from absence or other cir- 
cumstances, may be presumed to be naturally dead. 

Sec. 2. Divorces shall be decreed for impotency, adultery, extreme cruelty, 
wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for such desertion for a 
shorter period of time in the discretion of the court, for continued drunkenness, 
for neglect or refusal on the part of the husband, being of sufficient ability, to 
provide necessaries for the subsistence of his wife ; and for any other gross mis- 
behavior and wickedness in either of the parties, repugnant to and in violation 
of the marriage covenant. 

Sec 3. Whenever it shall appear that the absence, adultery, cruelty, deser- 
tion or other cause of complaint, as aforesaid, was committed or occasioned by 
the collusion of the parties, and done and contrived with an intention to procure 
a divorce, in such case no divorce shall be decreed. 

Sec 4. Whenever a divorce shall be had for the causes of aflBnity, consan- 
guinity, impotency, idiocy, lunacy, or crime of either of the parties, the wife shall 
have restored to her all her lands, tenements and hereditaments ; and a judgment 
may be passed for a restoration to her of all or such part of the personal estate 
specifically, or the value thereof, which has come to the husband's hands by Virtue 
of the marriage, as the court from the circumstances of the case shall deem 
equitable. 

Sec 5. Whenever the divorce shall be occasioned by adultery, or other of the 
causes aforesaid, done or committed on the part of the wife, the husband shall 
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hold the pei*sonal estate not secured to ber by law, forever, and her real estate 
not secured to her by law, during his natural life, in case they have had issue 
born alive of her body during the marriage, otherwise during her natural life 
only, if he shall survive her. 

Skc. 6. The court may, in such case, allow the wife for her subsistence so 
much of her real and personal estate as they shall deem necessary or proper. 

Sec. 7. Whenever a divorce is granted for adultery, or crime on the part of 
the husband, the wife shall be entitled to dower in the same manner as if he were 
dead, unless the court shall decree alimony, chargeable upon the estate of the 
husband, instead of such dower. 

Sec. 8. Whenever a divorce shall be had for adultery, or for any of the causes 
aforesaid, done or committed on the part of the husband, the wife shall continue 
to hold all her property, real and personal, secured to her by law, free from any 
right in or control over her disposition of the same, either during her life or at 
her death ; and, if there be no issue living, shall be restored to all other her lands, 
tenements and hereditaments, if any there be. 

Sec. 9. In such case the wife shall also be allowed out of the real or personal 
estate of the husband, or out of both, such alimony as the court shall think 
reasonable, not exceeding the use of one moiety of his real estate, during the life 
of the wife, and the property of one-half of his personal estate, having regard 
to the personal property which came to the husband by the marriage, and his 
ability. 

Sec. 10. If there be issue living at the time of the divorce, the court, with 
regard to ordering restoration to the wife of such of her lands, tenements or 
hereditaments, if any, as may not be secured to her by law, and in regard to the 
amount of alimony to be alfowed to her out of the property of the husband, may 
do as they shall judge the circumstances of the case may require. 

Sec. 11. Divorces from bed. board, and future cohabitation, until the parties 
be reconciled, may be granted for any of the causes for which by law a divorce 
from the bond of marriage may be decreed, and for such other causes as may 
seem to require the same. 

Sec 12. In case of such divorce, the court may assign to the petitioner a 
separate maintenance out of the estate or property of the husband or wife, as the 
case may be, in such manner, and of such amount, as they may think necessary 
or proper. 

Sec 18. Every petition shall be signed by the petitioner, if of sound mind 
and of legal age to consent to marriage, otherwise upon application to the court, 
and after notice to the party in whose name the petition shall be filed, the court 
may alloW such petition to be signed by a guardian or next friend. 

Sec. 14. AH jurisdiction over divorce, alimony, separate maintenance, or the 
custody, education, and support of the children of persons divorced or petition- 
ing for a divorce, is vested in the supreme court. 

Skc. 15. Said court shall have no cognizance of or jurisdiction over any peti- 
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tioD for the same, or either of the same, UDless the petitioner shall, at the time of 
preferriDg such petition, be a domiciled inhabitant of this state, and have resided 
therein for the period of one year, next before the preferring of such petition. 

Sec. 10. All such petitions shall be filed, heard, and tried in the county in 
which the petitioner shall reside. 

Sec. 17. The said court may, by general rule or otherwise, prescribe the notice 
to be given, within or without the state, on such petitions, and may issue such 
process as may be necessary to carry into effect all powers conferred upon them 
in relation to the same. 

SECTIONS 18, 19 and 20 contain provisions in relation to citations to adverse 
party residing without the state, or in parts unknown. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any citation, issued under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be served by a disinterested person, such person shall return the same, hav- 
ing made oath thereon of the place where, the time when, and the manner in which 
he shall have made service of the said citations. 

Section 22 provides for giving and ensuring proper and sufficient notice to the 
adverse party. 

Sec. 23. The said court is empowered to regulate the custod}', and provide 
for the education, maintenance and support of the children of all persons by 
them divorced or petitioning for a divorce, and of all persons to whom a separate 
maintenance may be granted, or who may petition for the same ; to make such 
allowance to the wife, out of the estate of her husband, for the purpose of en- 
abling her to prosecute or defend against any such petition for divorce or separate 
maintenance, in case she has no property of her own available for such purpose, 
as they may think reasonable and proper ; and to make all necessary orders and 
decrees concerning the same, and the same at any time to alter, amend and annul 
for sufficient cause, after notice to the parties interested therein. 

Sec. 24. The said court may authorize a married woman to whom a divorce 
from the bond of marriage is decreed to change her name, with the same rights 
and liabilities as if her name had not been changed. 

Sec. 25. After the filing and during the pendency of any petition under this 
chapter, the supreme court may, as in equity, make such interlocutory decrees, 
or grant such temporary injunctions as may be necessary, until a hearing can be 
had before the court. 



CHAPTER 198. 

OP DIVORCES. 

Section 5. The clerks of the supreme court in the several counties shall make 
returns to the secretary of the state board of health, on or before the first day of 
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March, in each and every year, for the year ending on the thirty-first day of 
December preceding, of all the applications for divorce, showing the number, 
the numb<;r granted, and the causes which arc given for the application, but 
without the names of the parties, in accordance with the blanks which shall be 
furnished them by the secretary of the state board of health.

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During the period of thirty-three years there were recorded, in Rhode 
Island, 177,076 births, of which number 6,691 were still-born, and 
170,385 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 70,65.*4 marriages, or 
141,248 persons married, and 120,985 deaths. 

These results show that in every 26.6 births there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were 37.6 still-born and 962.4 
living children. 

The same results also show that the ratio of whole number of living 
births to the whole number of persons married, and to the whole num- 
ber of decedents, each during the same period, were as follows :

For every 100 living births there were 80 71 

It will be seen, by Table XIII, that there was, during 1886, a very 
unusual increase in the number of births, marriages and deaths over 
those of the previous year. The proportion of each number to the 
population was also considerably larger than the proportionate increase 
of population during the same period. The increase in the numl>er 
of births was 8.4 per cent.; the increase in the number of marriages, 
10.5 per cent.; and the increase in the number of deaths was 8.5 per 
cent.; while the increase of population was probably about 2.0 |)er 
cent. 
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It was remarked, on a previous page, that the number of births, 
marriages and deaths in Rhode Island, in 1886, was, in each class of 
events, a large increase over the previous year. This statement was 
true, with the exception of marriages in Newport, not only for the 
whole State, but of each of the counties. In the different towns, 
however, there were the usual differences of increase and decrease. 
In East Greenwich there was a decrease of about 33 per cent, in the 
number of births and of deaths, with a small increase in the number 
of marriages. In Jamestown the decrease of deaths was 60 per cent. 
The smaller the population of any town or division, the larger will be 
the percentiige of any increased or decreased number, of one year as 
against another, of either of the events alluded to.

Some of the curious disproportions and irregularities of vital sta- 
tistics, comparing one town with another, may be found in the two 
List preceding Tables. 

In the birth list, on the preceding page, it will be found that the 
town of Portsmouth had the smallest proportion, that is, 10.5 births 
in every 1,000 of the population, followed by Foster with 14.4 per 
1000, Little Compton and Exeter with 15.2 per 1,000 of population. 

In the same list it will be found that the towns having the largest 
proportion are Lincoln, Cumberland and Newport, in the order named, 
running from 30.0 births per 1,000 of popuhition to 29.3 i>er 1,000. 
As a rule the proportions were considerably larger than in the previous 
year.

The deuth rate during 1886 was largeat in the town of Ciiinbei'land, 
that is, S6.3 in every 1,000 of popnlation. The town of Lincoln fol- 
lows with II ratio of ^3.1 per ],<iOO living. 

The town having the Bmaliest death rate was Charlcstown, with a 
proportion of 8.6 per !,000 living. Bmithfield h»d 9 per 1 ,000. Five 
other towns had leas than 13 per 1,000.

holding the same proportion in both years, that is, 19 deaths in every 
thousand living.

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No method can be devised to show by a comparative exhibit more 
definitely and concisely the different proportions, to the whole civil 
population, of the social and vital movements of the people, than is 
presented in Table XVIII, on the preceding pages. 

The statistics are from reliable sources (see preface), and comprise 
the rates of vital changes in five of the New England States, and iu 
nearly all the different governments in Europe. 

An inspection of the Table will show the great disparity between 
the birth rates of American and European Stales. Of all the popu- 
lations of Europe, those of Ireland and France only have bad birth 
rates approximating those of the American States. 

The highest birth rates are found in Hungary, 45.3 per 1,000 of 
population in 1883, and 46.0 per 1,000 in 1884. (It is stated, in a 
report prepared by the Bureau of Statistics of the government of 
Italy, that the average birth rate of Russia, for a series of years, was 
49.4 per 1,000.) 

A high birth rate necessarily carries with it a high death rate. 
Consequently it will be found that the death rate of Hungary is cor- 
respondingly high, that is, an average of 34 per 1,000, during 1881- 
1884. 

The average excess of births over deaths, in Hungary, has been 
considerably less, during a series of years, than in England and Wales, 
and in some other European States. 

The facts presented in the Table need not be further presented at 
this time, but they are full of interest, and will repay a long exami- 
nation.

The large excess of male births in Bristol county is not unusual, it 
having maintained a proportion about as large in nearly one-half of 
all the years of registration, the preponderance of female births in 
any year seldom occurring. 

The disparity in Kent county is quite noticeable; so large an excess 
of females over the males, born in any one year in that county, is un- 
precedented on the records, and but one instance has occurred in the 
8tate, during the whole period of registration, in which the differ- 
ence of proportion was so great, that is, in Washington county, in 
1878, the proportion then standing at 78.8 males to 100 females. 

On the contrary, Washington county, in 1886, shows the largest 
excess of male births over the female of any division of the State. 

The proportion in the whole State has varied very little during the 
last three years.

The difference between the proportions of the classes, as shown in 
Table XXV I, is very small, being little more tlian one-half of one 
per cent, in the case of the fathers, and one- tenth of one per cent, in 
the case of the mothers. 

The (fuestion of the proportion of births to class population was 
considered quite fully in the Thirty-Third Registration Heport, and 
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in regard to the relative aptness, capacity or disposition to bear 
children, as shown by the statistics, the following results were arrived 
at: For every 1,000 married women of all nativities there were 18.2 
births; for every 1,000 in the class of American birth (whether of 
foreign parentage or not) there were in that class 15.1 births ; and for 
every 1,000 in the class of foreign born there were 23.3 births.

PLURALITY BIRTHS. 



The general statistics in relation to plural births, in Rhode Island, 
may be found on page 6, in Table III. 

There were ninety-five cases during the year, all of which were twins 
with the exception of one case of triplets, and making the number of 
one hundred and ninety- one children. 

Of the 191 children of plural birth, 89 were males, and 102 were 
females. 

The cases occurred in the different divisions of the State as follows : 
Bristol county, 0; Kent county, 4; Newport county towns, 3; Newport 
city, 10; Providence county towns, 31; Providence city, 44; Washing- 
ton county, 3.

1,868 cases of twin births giving 8,726 children. 

20 cases of triple births Riving 60 children. 

1 case of quadruple births giving 4 children. 

175,170 cases of child birth giving 177,076 children. 
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Of the whole number of cases of child-birth (175,170) during the 
thirty-three years, one in 95.1 produced twins, one in 8,758 produced 
triplets, and one in 175,170 produced quadruplets. 

Of the whole number of children born, during the same period 
(I77,07G), ascertained from the reports, one in every 47.6 was a twin, 
and one in every 2,958 was a triplet. 

Of the 1884 cases of plurality births which have occurred in the 
State during the last thirty-three years, there were 792 cases in which 
both parents were Americans; 890 cases in which both parents were 
foreign; 194 cases in which the parentage was mixed, that is, one 
American and one foreign parent; and 8 in which the parentage was 
not stated. 

The whole number of children born in plurality cases, during the 
thirty-three years, was 3,790, of whom 1,899 were males, and 1,887 
were females; the sex of the remaining four was not given. 

STILL-BORN. 

The whole number of still-born children reported in Rhode Island, 
for the year 1886, was 293; this number is 22 more than for the year 
1885.

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There were returns, during 1886, of 64 children of illegitimate pa- 
rentage. The number is 24 more than that of 1885. 

aSVx. — Of the 64 there were 38 males and 26 females. 
The proportions of tlie sexes were at the rate of about 60 males and 
40 females in each 100 births, or 146 males to every 100 females. 

Color. — Of the 64 illegitimates born during 1886, 49 were white and 
15 were colored. 

Parentafje. — Of the 64, 48 were born of American mothers and 16 
of foreign born mothers. The colored illegitimates were of American 
parentage. There were, of the 49 white illegitimates, 33 born of 
American mothers, and 16 of foreign born mothers. 
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The parentage given is of native born and foreign born, that is, 
mothers born in the United States of foreign born parents are reck- 
oned as of American parentage. 

Twelve, or nearly one-fifth of the illegitimates, were born of pau- 
per or criminal mothers, in public, charitable or penal institutions.

1886 was 2,750. This number is 192 more than in 1884, and 262 
more than in 18S5.

It will be noticed, in the preceding Tables, that the proportions of 
persons married of both sexes, under twenty years of age, have largely 
decreased during the last two decades. 

Of males, the proportion has decreased about 50 per cent, and of 
females about 40 per cent. 

The proportion of males married, between the ages of twenty and 
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twenty-five, has also decreased about 17 per cent., while the marriage 
of males between twenty-five and forty has correspondingly increased. 

Of females, the proportion of marriages, between twenty and twenty- 
five years of age, has not materially changed, while between twenty- 
five and forty the proportion, like that of the males, has very largely 
increased. 

In neither sex has the proportion of those married, above the age 
of forty, had any material change.

According to the returns made to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Ilciilth, by the clerks of the Supreme Courts of the diiferent counties 
in Khode Ishmd, the number of applications for divorce, during 188(), 
was three hundred and thirty-six (330). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1886, was two hundred and 
fifty-seven (257). 

There were forty-three more applications, during 1880, than during 
the preceding year, and the number of divorces granted was thirty 
more. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz.: 

• 

1. Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Wilful desertion for ti\e years of either of the parties, or for a 
shorter period in the discretion of the court. 

4. Continued drunkenness. 

5. Neglect or refusal to provide necessaries (having ability) for the 
subsistence of a wife. 

G. Gross misbehavior and wickedness other than aforesaid. 

7. Impotency. 

Divorces are also decreed, in the discretion of the court, for ascer- 
tained affinity, consanguinity, idiocy, insanity, pcniteniiary crimes, 
and illegal marriage. 

The following Table shows the number of applieatiomi for diYon^. 
and the number granted, in 1886, in each coud^v '^ 
the causes alleged for the applications : 
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The dei'k of the Supreme Court in Wiishiiiglon county observee, 
"It 18 impossible to set out the precise ground upon which alone the 
decrees nre granted, as the records show muny differeut grounds in 
almost every ease." 

This ie quite true, although, as may be noticed in the Table above, 
the rejiorC from Kent county gives only the iillegalionE, assumed or 
known (one only in each case), which were the grounds upon which 
the decrees were granted. 

There were, during tlic year 188G, three hundred and thirty-six 
(336) applications for divorce, and the whole number of causes alleged 
was six hundred and fifty-eight (058), There were, therefore, an 
avenige of about two causes allcgt-d in eucli application. That average 
is not far from the rule of many years. 

The causes alleged why divorce should be granted, in the Hpplica- 
tioDs during 1^81!, were 74 more in number than in 1885, but as the 
number of applications was larger, the average proiwrtion of cuuees 
to each application remained the same.

The ratio of divorces granted in the entire State, during 1886, to 
the whole number of marriages during the same year, was one divorce 
to every ten and seven-tenths marriages, as previously stated. 

During the ten years 1861) to 1878, inclusive, the ratio of divorce to 
number of marriages was one divorce to every thirteen ; during the six 
years 1879 to 1884, inclusive, the ratio was one divorce to every nine 
and nine- tenths marriages. 

The average of the last two years was one divorce to every ten and 
eight- tenths marriages. 

The large ratio of divorce to marriage, in Washington county (one 
to every seven and three- tenths), has never been exceeded, and only 
ecjualled once (in Kent county in 1881) during the whole period of 
registration. 
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During the sixteen years preceding 1885 the average proportions of 
divorce to marriage, in the several counties and the State, have been 
as follows :

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DEATHS, 1886. 



The number of deaths registered in Rhode Island, during 1886, ac- 
cording to the returns made to the State Registrar, was five thousand, 
eight hundred and forty-nine (5,849). 

This number is larger by 460 than that of the year 1885, and an 
increase of 708 over that of 1884. It is the largest ever recorded in 
the State. 

The death rate (eighteen and eight-tenths in every 1,000 living per- 
sons) was about one and one-tenth in excess of that of the previous 
year, and about one and three-tenths in excess of the census year, 
1880.

The proportions of mortality in 1885, in the first and last quarters 
of the year, were quite remarkable if not entirely unprecedented. In 
the first quarter the ratio was about five per cent. larger than in 1884, 
and about thi-ec per cent, larger than the average of thirty-one years. 
In the last quarter the ratio was more than five per cent, smaller than 
in the preceding year, and five and one-half per cent, smaller than the 
annual average of thirty-one years. 

In 1886 the proportions more nearly corresponded with those of the 
average of thirty-one years, with the exception of the last quarter, 
which was nearly three per cent, smaller. In comparison with 1885, 
the first and second quarters were smaller in proportion, and the third 
and fourth larger, the last by two and six-tenths per cent. 
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PARENTAGE OF DECEDENTS. 



The number of decedents, in 1886, of the two general ehisses of 
parentage, that is, American and foreign, may be found in Table I, 

on pages 2 and 3. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 5,849, reported in 1886, 2,747 
were of American, and 3,102 were of foreign parentage. 

By the term "foreign parentage" is meant the decedents whose 
fathers were born in some other country and not in the United States. 
The grandchildren of foreign born grandfathers are reckoned as of 
American parentage, if their fathers were born in the United States. 

The following six towns reported a hirger number of decedents of 
foreign parentage than of American: Warren, Cumberland, Lincoln, 
Pawtneket, Woonsocket, and Providence city. Also the State Insti- 
tutions in Cranston. 

The six towns reporting a larger number of decedents of foreign 
parentage than of American, had the following proportions of the 
same:

There was an iDcreofle in all the divisions of age under ten, in the 
percentuge to the whole number of deaths in 1886. Under five years 
the percentage was one and six-tenths hinjfr, but this proportion was 
three and five-tenths lei*s than the average of thirty years previous to 
1883. 

Above the age of ten years the proportionate mortality was some- 
what smaller in nearly every period. 

The rule for several years previous to 1886, however, had been an 
increased percentagt^ of mortality in the divisions of age above fifty 
years.

The average annual proportion of deaths in tlie whole State, reported 
with cause unknown during the first ten of the above twenty-four 
years, that is, from 1863 to 1872, inclusive, was one in every 14.8; or 
07.0 in every one thousand decedents. 

The avernge annual proportion of the same for the last three years 
was one in every 109.1, or less than 9.2 in every one thousand dece- 
dents, showing great improvement in the complete filling out of the 
returns. 
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As in all previous years, consumption leads as the most important 
cause of death. The percentage of increase over 1885, however, taking 
into account all causes of death in 1886, wtis less from consumption 
than the percentage of general increjise. 

Other diseases of the lungs, principally pneumonia and bronchitis, 
produce a mortality three-fourths as large as consumption, and all 
forms of diseases of the lungs taken together were a cause of more 
than one quarter of the whole mortality in 1886. 

The increase of mortality from cholera infantum is quite notice- 
able, as will bo seen in the above Table, and the same may be said of 
diphtheria. 

Bronchitis and diseases of the kidneys are, for the first time in any 
year, admitted as having a place among the thirteen leading causes of 
death. 
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COMMENTS. 

In the preceding pages there have been presented, numerically and 
in tabulnr form, the various causes* of death in Rhode Island, in 1886. 
In Tables VIII and IX they were presented at considerable length, in 
various specific terms, and in Table X more or less grouped in a gen- 
eral nosological arrangement. 

In Table VIII the number of deaths from each cause and of each sex 
is shown, for each month in the year, and the pareyitage of the dece- 
dents from each cause during the year. 

In Table IX the number of decedents of each sex from each cause, 
in the different periods of life, is given. 

In Table X, with the classification and percentage of causes of 
death, the number of each general cause, in each division of larger 
population, is given. 

Table LIX is a compend in part of the three tables previously 
alluded to, and contains the particulars of the causes of death, in 
1880, of the principal causes which will be commented upon in the 
following pages. 

DEATHS FROM ACCIDENTS. 

The number of deaths from accidental causes of all kinds, reported 
in Rhode Island, in 1886, was 189. This number is 16 more than 
during 1885. 

Of these 189 deaths 23 were from burns and scalds; 58 by drown- 
ing; 20 from falls; 6 from poisoning; 20 from railroad accidents; 8 
from asphyxia, and 54 from accidents too numerous to specify. 

Of the whole nnmber of deaths by accident 141 were males, and 48 
were females; 83 were of American, and 106 were of foreign parentage. 

Of the sexes the proportion was 75 per cent, of male decedents, to 
25 per cent, of female decedents. Of parentage, 56 per cent, was of 
foreign, and 44 per cent, of American.

In regard to periods of life, the decedents from accidental causes 
were divided as follows: Under 5 years, 35; 5 and under 10, 29; be- 
tween 10 and 20, 25; between 20 and 40, 39; between 40 and 60, 26;

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In regard to sectioual divisions of the State, 16 of the deaths from 
accidental causes were in Bristol county; 11 in Kent county; 16 in 
Newport county; 13 in Washington county, and 133 in Providence 
county. 

The whole number of deaths from accidental causes, In 1886, in 
projjortioH to the whole number of deaths from specified causes, in the 
State, was about 33.2 in every one thousand. 

APOPLEXY AND PARALYSIS. 

There were 333 deaths from apoplexy and paralysis in Rhode Island, 
in 1886, according to the returns. The number reported is 35 more 
than in the year 1884, and 44 more than in 1885.

The whole number, 182, is 7 less than in the previous year.

In accordance with the rule, the largest number of deaths from 
diseases of the brain occurred in the third quarter of the year. 

Brain diseases occur largely in children. Of the 182 decedents from 
those causes, in 1886, 94 were under five years of age, and 119 were 
under ten years of age. 

BRONCHITIS. 

The number of decedents, in 188(), whose deaths were reported as 
having been caused by bronchitis, was 174. This is a larger number 
than was ever before returned in a single year. 

Of the 174 decedents 75 were males and 99 were females; or at the 
rate of 76 males to each 100 females. 

In relation to parentage, 81 were of American, and 93 of foreign 
parentage.

The increased knowledge of methods of differential diagnosis must 
account, at least in part, for the greally increased i)roportion of deaths 
returned as having been caused by bronchitis, many cases of bronchitis 
having doubtless been, in former years, returned as pneumonia. 



CANCER. 

There were 162 decedents in 1886 whose deaths were caused by can- 
cer, according to the returns. The term cancer includes all the various 
kinds, and in whatever place located. 

The varieties of cancer, as reported, may bo found in Tables Vril 
and IX, on pages 17 and 25. They are classed in Table X as follows: 
Cancer in various localities, or cancer (various), 05; cancer of the 
breast, 14; of the stomach, 30; of the uterus, 23.

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CHILD-BIRTH. 

Under the head of ^'Child-birth" are included puerperal fever, 
puerperal convulsions, and whatever causes that only occur as the 
result of child-birth. 

The number reported in 1886 was 41; 25 of which were from the 
immediate effects of child-birth, including metritis, hemorrhage, &c., 
6 from puerperal convulsions, and 10 from puerj>eral fever. 

Of the whole number 17 were of American, and 24 of foreign pa- 
rentage. 

CHOLERA INFANTU3I. 

The number of deaths from cholera infantum, according to the 
returns for 1886, was 377. The number is 98 more than in 1885.

or 90 males to every 100 females.

Parentatje. — There were 308 decedents of American parentage, and 
518 of foreign; a proportion of 168 of foreign parentage to every 100 
of American.

Season — The largest number of deaths in any one month, 85, oc- 
curred in April; the next largest, 81, in July; the smallest number, 
54, in February.

The following Table shows the total deaths from all reported knoivn 
causes, with the number and percentage of deaths from consumption 
to the same, in each of the larger divisions of the State, and in the 
whole State, in each of the last seventeen years, and in the aggregate 
for a period of twenty-five years, from I860 to 1884, inclusive: 
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As might be expected, the proportion of deaths from consumption, 
to the whole number from known causes, varies from year to year. 

Compared with 1885, the proportion in Bristol county was nearly 
four per cent, larger in 1886, and about one and one-half per cent, 
larger in Newport county. 

In the other counties, Providence city and the entire State, the 
proportions were smaller in 1886 than in the previous year. 

It will be seen, in Table LXIV, that the percentage of deaths from 
consumption in 1886, in every division of the State, was considerably 
snmller, in proportion to whole number of deaths, than the average 
of twenty-five years previous to 1885, and smaller in the whole State 
than in any previous year, excepting the years 1873 and 1874.

It will be noticed that, although the deaths from consumption in 
1886 were less in proportion to the deaths from all other causes than 
in 1885, the ratio of deaths to population from that cause, in 1886, 
was slightly larger than in 1885. 
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The subject ot consumption as a cause of death, and in various re- 
lations, was presented at considerable length in the Thirty-Third 
Registration Report, and included the statistics of twenty-five years 
previous to 1885. These statistics, compiled with a large amount of 
labor, present many facts of interest, to which the reader desirous of 
further investigation of this the most universal and fatal of all dis- 
eases is respectfully referred. 

CROUP. 

There were 90 decedents from croup, in Rhode Island, in 1886. 
There were 94 in 1885, 80 in 1884, 71 in 1883, 77 in 1882, and 101 in 
1881. 

Sex, — Of the 90 decedents from croup, in 1886, there were 45 males 
and 45 females, a proportion of 100 males to each 100 females, which 
is not in accordance with the rule of twenty-five years, in which there 
has been a preponderance of males. 

Parenfage.'s-There were 39 decedents of American parentage, and 
51 of foreign parentage. The proportions were in the ratio of 131 of 
foreign to each 100 of American parentage. 

Age, — There were 18 of the decedents under one year of age, 16 of 
one year and under two, 41 of two years and under five, and 12 be- 
tween ^Ye and ten, and 3 above twenty years of age. 

Of the 90 deaths from croup 56 occurred in Providence county. 

DIARRHOEA AND DYSENTERY. 

There were 159 decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery, in 1886. 

Sex, — Of the 159, 64 were males, and 95 were females, or in the 
ratio of about 67 males to each 100 females, a very unusual propor- 
tion. 

Parentage, — There were, of the 159 decedents, 70 of American pa- 
rentage, and 89 of foreign parentage, or a proportion of about 126 of 
foreign parentage to every lOu of American. 

Age. — There were 99 of the decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery 
under 5 years of age, and there were 14 over 70 years of age, leaving 
45 for all the years between 5 and 70. One, age not stated. 

Localify, — Of the 159 decedents 132 were in Providence county. 
No deaths from diarrhoea, and but one from dysentery, reported from 
Newport county. 

Season, —liYiaxQ were 90 of the deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery 
that occurred during the months of July, August and September. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

The number of deaths from diphtheria, in 1886, was 228. 

Sex,— Of the 228 decedents, 98 were males, and 130 were females, 
or a proportion of ?5 males to each 100 females. 

Parentage. — There were 101 of American, and 127 of foreign pa- 
rentage, a proportion of about 44 of American and 56 of foreign in 
each 100 decedents. 

Senaon. — There were 56 deaths from diphtheria in the first quarter, 
48 in the second quarter, 46 in the third quarter, and 78 in the fourth 
quarter. 

Age, — There were 148 under five years of age, and 54 between five 
»and ten. One case of 72 years of age reported. 

Locality. — Of the 228 decedents, 162 were in Providence county; 21 
in Kent county; 20 in Bristol county; 23 in Newport county; and 2 
in Washington county. 

CROUP AND DIPHTHERIA.

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CROUP. Sex and Parentage, 

The proportions of the sexes of the decedents from eronp, in the 
aggregate of twenty-nine years, were as follows: To every 100 female 
decedents there were 102.6 male decedents; or about 52 males and 48 
females in every 100 decedents. 

During the twenty-two years from 1865 to 1886, inclusive, the dece- 
dents from croup, of American parentage, numbered 694, and of 
foreign parentage 959. To every 100 decedents of American parentage 
there were 138 of foreign i)arentage; or about 41 of American and 59 
foreign in every 100 decedents. 

DIPHTHERIA. Se.r and Parentage, 

Of the 3,489 decedents from diphtheria, in the aggregate of twenty- 
nine years, there were 1,651 males and 1,838 females; a i)roportion 
of 111.3 females to every 100 males; or 52 females and 47 males in 
every 100 decedents. 

Of the parentage of the decedents from diphtheria, during the last 
twenty-two years, 1,454 were of American, and 1,406 of foreign pa- 
rentage. There were 103.4 of American to every 100 of foreign; or 
52 of American and 48 of foreign parentage in every 100 decedents.

The number of decedents from diseases of the heart, as reported in 
1886, was 330. The number is smaller by 19 than that of 1885. 

Sex, — There were 152 male decedents, and 178 female decedenU; a 
proportion of 87 males to every 100 females. 

Parentage.^Oi the 330^ decedents from diseases of the heart, in 
1886, there were 184 of American parentage, and 146 of foreign, a 
proportion of 131 of Americjin parenUige to every 100 of foreign.

It will be seen that about 41 per cent, of all the deaths from diseases 
of the heart were of persons over sixty years of age, and under eighty. 

Diseases of the heart have ac<|uired large importance as a cause of 
death. From 28.8 in every 1,000 deatlis from all causes, in 1805, 
heart diseases have gradually increased to 74 in every 1,000, in 1886. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There were 481 decedents from pneumonia, in 1886. The number 
is 16 more than in 1885, but the jjercentagc to whole number of 
deaths is slightly smaller. 

In 1875 the proportion to whole number of deaths was more than 
one per cent, larger, that is, 9.3 in every one hundred; in 1885 it was 
8.6 in every hundred; and in 1886 was 8.2 in every one hundred. 

jSV^. — Of the 481 decedents from pneumonia, and including conges- 
tion of the lungs, 232 were males and 249 were females; or 93.2 males 
to each 100 females. 

Parentage. — By parentage there were 234 of American and 247 of 
foreign parentage. The proportion of decedents from pneumonia 
were about 94 of American to each 100 of foreign parentage. 

Seatfon. — There were 248, or over one-half, of the deaths that oc- 
curred during the first four months of the year. The largest mortality 
by months was 77 in March, and 60 in April.

It should be stated that the uomenchiture of diseases in the noso- 
logical arrangement on the following pages is not intended to include 
the names of the whole list of morbid phenomena affecting the human 
organism, but the names of such only as are directly the cause of 
death, or such us ordinarily predispose to or set in motion the morbid 
processes that cud in death. 

In the construction of the chissifi cation now adopted, use has been 
made of the results and conclusions of a committee of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of England, and from such* other sources as were 
accessible, and from examination of the chissiiications in use in differ- 
ent countries in Europe and America. It has been the design tojiave 
all these classifications biised on observed facts and most advanced 
conclusions in relation to pathological processes and morbid conditions^ 
inductive, causative, progressive and ultimate. 

The statistical nosology will consist of two lists of causes of death, 

A TABULAR LIST AND SUPPLEMENTAL L!ST. 

The Tabular List comprises the chief or primary causes of death 
which will be used in Table X on ClassiOcation and Percentage in the 
preparation of the Registrar's Annual Keports, and will, therefore, 
include all those named in the Supplemental List, when the final 
arrangement is completed. 

'J'he Supplemental List is subordinate to the Tabular List, and 
contains synonyms, or names of related diseases, which may be actu- 
ally, or arc supposed to be, causes of death, and which are in addition 
to those in the Tabular List, and which are often found in Physi- 
cian's certificates of death, as re])orted to the State liegistrar. 
These will have a place, in alphabetical order, in Tables VIII and IX 
of the rej)ort8, and will be variously grouped under different heads 
in Table X, as the figure which precedes each cause in the Supple- 
mental List will correspond with the figure of the head in the Tab- 
ular List under which that cause is placed.
